No one else would loan pro- 
ducer needed sum. He is also upset about stagehands 
demands for $157 per week, while his cast only gets $40. 


HIRSCHFELD DRAWINGS... Exhibition of Al Hirschfeld 
theatre drawings at John Heller Gallery, 63 E 57,NYC, 
rated as a spirited and very lively show by Devree , 
Times. The artist's swirling line and contrasts of 
black and white serve him unfailingly and capture 
much beyond the mere surface appearance. 


The Disenchanted is fine theatre--brillantly acted, 
written, produced, directed, set and lite. Everyone involved 
can share credit for a fully enjoyable evening of modern 
theatre. The outstanding portrayals by Jason Robards, Jr. 
and George Grizzard are healthy signposts that the various 
"schools" of acting are not swallowing all the current crop 
of intelligent actors. The sets by Ben Edwards and the light- 
ing by Jean Rosenthal are both superb and play a vital part 
in the success of the production. 


* * 


'Tis Pity She's A Whore is a luke-warm revival of 
the famed 17th century bloody tragedy that is worth seeing 
simply because it hasn't been done recently. The current 
production is handicapped by an unimaginative set, non- 
existent lighting and a vastly uneven cast. Though several 
of the cast succeed in getting a minute part of the horror 
and blood from the tale, others are so- mis-cast that the 
result is comedy instead of strong drama. 


* 


The Night Circus is an usually heavy-handed 
melodrama about a group of unlovely people that this 
second nighter couldn't care less about. Acting though 
boisterous is as equally unconving as the script. The 
season's second Broadway production cast almost en- 
tirely from Actors Studio does not convince that a stage 
full of apprentices equals a stage-full of professionals. 


* * 


An unusual aspect of the current Off Broadway 
theatre season is the production for public consump - 
tion of highly regarded classroom projects, Where 
once the "vanity" production would be satisfied with 
showcasing a favorite writer, actor or actress, now 
an entire production is moved from the class room to 
an Off Broadway playhouse, Where once admission to 
such projects was free, now tickets range from $2.50 
to $5.75. Theatre is, and most remain, for the amuse- 
ment, entertainment, stimulation and gratification of 
the audience, not the actor. 


* 


NY legit may win back several playhouses lost to TV 
thanks to the new development of video tape. While the pros- 
pect of any new theatres in the future grows dimmer with 
each new press release, the switch of live TV from NY to 
Los Angeles has reclaimed the Ambassador and the Long- 
acre. With the advent of the new recording method that 
equals live production in quality the networks will more 
than probably find their need for legit theatres cut. Already 
it is planned to record the Jack Paar show 3 nights per week | 
at a Radio City studio, thus releasing the Hudson Theatre 
for at least half of the week. The League of NY Theatres 
would be doing a service for the entire theatre industry if 
it kept potential theatre owners fully informed when a 
theatre might become available. 


* * 


Shakespeare's heirs, if they had been legally allowed 
to collect royalities on Hamlet and its diverse adaptations 
presented in NY this season, would have earned enough to 
invest in a production of another of the Bard's plays. Two 
straight productions, one American version, one British, 
one British-Yiddish--is the score at mid-season. There 
is such a wide range of Shakespeare plays to choose from, 
it is a pity that everybody, including his brother, wants to 
play "Hamlet."

The Flower Drum Song-St James 12/1. 6 pro and | con- 
Post- filed on Rodgers and Hammerstein's new musical based 
on C, Y. Lee's novel. Of the 6 affirmative votes only the News 


and Mirror were raves, the rest had reservations and expressed 


mild disappointment that current R&H item is not on par with 
past efforts, Dance director Carol Haney, set designer Oliver 
Smith, costume designer Irene Sharaff shared plaudits with 
cast headed by Ed Kenney, Miyoshi Umeki, Pat Suzuki, Larry 
Blyden, while Gene Kelly as director drew mild approval . 
Atkinson, Times, billed show as a pleasant musical that does 
not have the distinction of the authors great works, presented 
with ease, taste and pride, Kerr, Herald Tribune, listed it as 
a modest and engaging show with an attractive atmosphere, 
an ingratiating score and a good company. Chapman, News, 
enjoyed lovely show, lavishly colorful, delightfully tuneful and 
thoroughly sentimental. Coleman, Mirror, found everything 
just right in show with bounce, humor and cblor. McClain, 
Journal American, thought it a remarkably good but not stup- 
endous musical, beguiling and good to look at, happy to the 
ear, Aston, World Telegram & Sun, saw it as a sumptuous, 
tuneful and a dance fan's dream. Sole dissenter, Watts, Post, 
feared musical is astonishingly lacking in distinction, with 
an air of Broadway brashness dominating the delicacy of the 
romantic tale. The result is a good, routine musical of the 
conventional school, instead of the imaginative freshness we 
have come to expect of the authors. Though Post critic found 
many moments of entertainment he marked show as minor 
Rodgers and Hammerstein. Journal American audience poll 
voted 6 pro, | ton. 


The Disenchanted-Coronet 12/4 5 pro- Times, News, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun, Post- and 2 con- 
Herald Tribune, Mirror- filed on William Darrid- Eleanore 
Saidenberg production of Budd Schulberg and Harvey Breit's 
adaption of Schulberg's novel, Jason Robards, Jr. was hailed 
as magnificent by all,pro and con. Several of notices were 
raves, while others felt Robards and cast saved play. Dis- 
senters felt script was non-dramatic in form, Atkinson, 
Times, credited Robards for making play a moving study of 
the disintegration of a writer, though verbose at times, Ro- 
bards, Times man applauded, is an actor of strength, under- 
standing and stature. Chapman, News, rave review listed 
Robards as magnificent, the enti.e cast excellent and the play 
a stunning production of an absorbing drama. David Press- 
man's direction, and cast including Rosemary Harris, George 
Grizzard, Jason Robards, Sr. were also praised, McClain, 
Journal American, also filed rave for brilliantly performed 
and mounted play, better than the novel. Aston, WTS, enjoyed 
everything but the ending, by which he felt betrayed, Watts, 
Post, agreed play was well acted and written, but felt 
it lacked the emotional depth of the novel, The first 
and last scenes realized the potentialities the best, 
critic believed. Con side headed by Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, who felt play lacked the sense of gradual disclosure 
about its main character thet is needed in such a drama. 
Everything about him is told at the start and play has no 
place to grow, he noted, Coleman, Mirror, vetoed it for 
being artifical, long on suggestion, short on realization. 
Journal American audience poll voted 5 pro, 1 con. 


The Night Circus- Golden- 12/2-12/6. 7 cons filed 
on Michael Gazzo's new play, presented by Jay Julien, 
staged by Frank Corsaro and featuring Ben Gazzara and 
Janice Rule. Actors were credited by all as doing fine 
jobs on script that seemed pretentious at best, Atkinson, 
Times, liked the first scenes in a midtown bar, but felt 
the remainder was pretentiously solemn, a literary night- 
mare. Director was blamed for imitating Kazan. Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, thought play was well acted, directed and 
written, but did not stir the affections for the characters 
presented, Chapman, News, thought it a pretentious and 
over-written beaut, and he could not understand with so 
many cops in town why the play was allowed in. Coleman, 
Mirror, panned it for lacking the off-beat color and dram- 
atic impact of the author's "Hatful of Rain"! For the price 
of a ticket, patron can buy his own drinks at nearby bar 
and listen to same kind of characters portrayed onstage. 
Aston, World Telegram & Sun, disliked what he termed 
the bag of dirty linen, Inspite of excellent performances 
and some forthwright writing, McClain, Journal American, 
felt play did not add up to its early promise, A clumsy 
and overwritten play by an author not to be overlooked. 
Journal American audience poll voted 7 pro, 0 con.

Of Mice and Men- Provincetown-133 MacDougal St 12/4, 
5 pro- and! con- Timeas- filed on musical version of Joha 
Steinbeck novel, presented by Unicorn Productions and featur- 
ing Jo Sullivan, Art Lunt and Leo Penn. Only McClain, Jour- 
nal American, praised production as musical, the rest of the 
affirmative votes were for the cast and play, inspite of the 
music. A warm and compelling musical with imaginative and 
unobstrusive music and lyrics by Ira Bilowit, Wilson Lehr and 
Alfred Brooks, approved Journal American reviewer. A well 
deserved revival in a striking production with an excellent 
cast if you ignore the musical production, comments Crist, 
Herald Tribune. Sets by Charles Brandon drew top praise 
from most. Though McHarry, News, thought music got in 
way of drama, the play has been cleverly mounted and is pre- 
sented by a strong cast. Excellent acting in fine production 
by cast that would have done justice to songs if they were 
worth doing, adds Aston, World Telegram & Sun. The music 
does not destroy the spell of one of US theatre's memorable 
dramas by a cast that knows how to act, notes Watts, Post. 
Sole dissenter , Calta, Times, thought play itself still a work 
of substance and power, but that score and lyrics never be- 
come an integral part of the drama. Reviewer also felt that 
Sullivan was too wholesome for role. The musical composit- 
ion was panned as nothing more than a series of abbreviated 
chords, 


'Tis Pity She's A Whore-Orpheum-2nd Av & 8th St 
12/5. J pros- Times, Herald Tribune, Post- and 2 Cons- 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- filed on revival 
of 17th century tragedy by John Ford presented by Seaman- 
Marino-Plesser, directed by Eugene Van Grona. Play also 
lost bout with NY Police Dept which acted on complaints of 
neighbors and forced managers to erase final word of title 
from marquee. Pro side felt that though cast was uneven 
the leads were superb in characterizations, while con 
side fel: play about incest was in bad taste, classic or not. 
A progressively absorbing piece of old theatre with Lisa 
Howard, Christopher Drake and Ursula Stevens correct, 
okays Atkinson, Times. Cast is uneven and direction is 
monotonous, Times aisle-sitter added, An absorbing drama 
with many moments of power, and a triumph for Drake 
and Stevens, approves Crist, Herald Tribune. Interesting 
and rarely done classic in a version that does credit to 
Off Broadway, notes Herridge, Post. Negative voters 
O Connor, Journal American, and Aston, WTS, panned 
play and subject as bad taste.
